It was our aim to pay homage to these 
distinguished personages who played such an 
important role in the history of the ancient Near East, 
more than three thousand years ago. Egyptian sages 
urged these rulers and their people to be pious, while 
religious and funerary beliefs encouraged them to be 
creative in art and architecture which may still be seen 
today. 

The ancient Egyptians were pioneers in medicine 
and chemistry. They practiced scientific methods for 
medical treatment during their life and for the 
preservation of the body after death through 
mummification, which was their secret and is still 
somewhat of a mystery. After thousands of years, we 
can study the bodies and see just how effective these 
scientific methods were. 

Recently, experts have developed new techniques for 
the preservation of mummies, keeping them in a safe 



and aseptic environment, while at the same time 
preserving the concept of the hereafter in which the 
ancient Egyptian believed. 

With this wonderful exhibition, the EAO has 
succeeded in showing ancient science and ancient 
beliefs in an extremely impressive and yet artistic 
manner. 

It is my pleasure to thank all those who participated 
in this pioneering work, especially those from the 
EAO, the Paul Getty Institute for Conservation in the 
U.S.A. and the engineering companies.

Scientists have at last developed an effective system 
for the preservation of the royal mummies for future 
generations. The mummies are exhibited now in 
proper atmospheric conditions, and in a setting 
reminiscent of ancient Egyptian religious beliefs and 
funerary practices. It is hoped that this exhibition will 
increase the visitor's knowledge and interest in ancient 
Egyptian civilization. 

These royal mummies were important personages 
who played a great role in liberating Egypt, in 
establishing the overall development of the country, 
and participating in the protection of its sovereignty 
and independence. 

For example, the mummy of Seqenenre shows that 
this great man was at the head of his army when he 
fell on the battlefield. He was severely wounded, 
especially in the skull, by the Hyksos who had 
invaded Egypt and controlled the Delta and Middle 
Egypt for more than a hundred years during the 17th 
and 16th centuries B.C. Kamose and Ahmose, sons of 
Seqenenre, completed the liberation of Egypt and re¬ 
united the country. 

As a further example, kings of the 18th dynasty, 
Amenhotep I, Tuthmosis II and Tuthmosis IV, 
encouraged science, invention and art. Later, the kings 



of the 19th dynasty, Seti I, Ramesses II and Meren- 
ptah, were responsible for the construction of the great 
buildings at Thebes and in Nubia. At the same time, 
the welfare of the people and the security of the 
country was also their concern in the face of the 
increasing power of the Hittite kingdom in Asia 
Minor. 

The three female mummies were queens who 
supported their husbands and helped them to carry 
out both their political and religious responsibilities. 

My sincerest thanks to my colleagues in the 
Egyptian Antiquities Organization and particularly to 
the staff of the Egyptian Museum, to the Getty 
Conservation Institute, and to the companies and 
individuals that participated in setting up the project 
which has ended in such a fascinating exhibition of 
ancient Egyptian royal mummies.

Afterlife Thoughts and Beliefs 

The ancient Egyptians believed in resurrection after 
death as a result of their observation of the sun and 
the Nile flood. The sun rises as a small and cool disk 
in the morning and reaches its full vitality at noon. It 
then begins to cool (and die) in the evening, only to 
be reborn again the next morning. The Nile flood 
also inspired them with resurrection because it 
habitually comes every year at the same time to 
inundate the dry (dead) land and make it alive again. 
After the harvest, the land again dries out until the next 
flood. 

They also thought that the human personality 
consisted of seven different elements which had to be 
preserved as a unified group: 

1- The soul "ba", represented as a bird with a human 
head with the features of the deceased. Priests used 
to recite spells to help the spirit come back to 
dwell in its corpse. 

2- The double or guardian spirit "ka", represented as 
a man with upraised arms on both sides of the 
head. In order to keep the ka alive, they used to 
provide it with oblations placed upon an 
offering-table near the tomb's false-door, and 
recite spells and prayers in front of the figure of the 



deceased represented there. 


3- The beneficent spirit "akh", gained through piety 
and good deeds. 

4- The name "ren", which when written in the tomb 
would allow the deceased to be immortalized, as it 
would if the funerary cult was maintained by the 
eldest son for his father. 

5- The shadow "shwt”, which had easy access to 
and from the tomb and would accompany its 
owner wherever he went. 

6- The heart "ib", which was the center of life and 
symbol of one's conscience. It could be returned 
to its owner if the deceased was given an amulet 
in the shape of a heart-scarab inscribed with 
Spell 30b from the Book of the Dead, which 
asked the heart not to stand against the deceased 
in the court of judgement in front of Osiris, Lord 
of the dead. 

7- Lastly, the body "khet", which was to be 
preserved by purification and mummification. 


The Mummification Process 

- Shortly after death, the body was brought to the 
"Per Nefer", the "Beautiful House" or Hous of 
Purification, to be washed from all its impurities. 



after which it was sent to the House of Mummi¬ 
fication where it was laid on a stone table to start the 
mummification process. 

A chisel was passed through the ethmoid bone into 
the cranial cavity, so that the brain could be taken 
out in small pieces with a hooked rod. 

The viscera were removed through an incision made 
on the left side of the lower abdomen, freed of their 
contents, washed, and sterilized. The heart was 
usually left in the body. 

The thoracic and abdominal cavities, like the 
extracted viscera, were then all washed with palm 
wine and spices. Palm wine, as manufactured in 
ancient Egypt, usually contained about 14 % ethyl 
alcohol. 

The body, and most probably the extracted viscera, 
were put on a small slanting bed and dehydrated by 
being buried in heaps of dry natron renewed several 
times, for about 40 days. 

The thoracic and abdominal cavities were packed 
three consecutive times with temporary stuffing 
materials enclosed in a piece of linen containing 
dry natron to accelerate the dehydration of the body 
tissues from inside. This was the main operation in 
the process of mummification. It depended 
scientifically upon the extraction of water of the 
body by osmosis. 

After the dehydration process had been completed. 



the body was taken out of the natron and the 
temporary stuffing materials removed from the 
thoracic and abdominal cavities because they would 
have become saturated and would have caused the 
putrefaction of the body if left within it. 

The cavities were packed permanently with linen 
bags containing natron, resin, myrrh, cinnamon, and 
cassia, as well as with packages of linen. Then the 
incision in the lower abdomen was sewn with a linen 
thread, sealed with beeswax, and covered with an 
amulet. 

The extracted viscera, after having been dried, were 
re-sterilized and then anointed with perfumed oil 
and treated with molten resin before being placed 
into the canopic jars. 

The cranial cavity was stuffed with resin or linen 
soaked in resin. Sometimes the face was given its 
original shape by insertion under the skin of small 
pads of linen impregnated with resin and aromatic 
substances. 

All the openings of the head, such as the nose, 
ears, and mouth, were sealed with beeswax. On 
occasion a small onion was inserted in each eye. 

The body was anointed with cedar oil and other 
precious ointments and then rubbed with myrrh, 
cinnamon and other fragrant substances to return 
some of the original elasticity to the skin. 



The body was smeared with molten resin to protect 
it from any further damage caused by insects, 
bacteria, or other external factors. 

The mummy was wrapped with linen bandages, 
between which a rolled funerary papyrus was 
sometimes inserted, and adorned with jewels and 
amulets placed within the bandages and on the 
shrouds. Finally, garlands of flowers and green 
leaves were placed over the shroud before the body 
was laid in its coffin. 

Before the burial, a priest performed on the 
mummy the rite of the Opening the Mouth, to 
restore to the dead person all his faculties, in order 
that he might see with his eyes, hear with his ears, 
speak with his mouth, breath with his nose, and 
move his arms and legs. At the same time, the priest 
recited prayers while the family wailed for their 
beloved. 

The practice of mummification was also employed 
for animals and birds which were associated with 
certain deities and believed to embody their divine 
attributes. 

The jackal-god Anubis was the patron of the 
embalmers and the god of mummification. He was 
very often represented in tombs as a jackal-headed 
man attending the mummy placed on a bed. During 
the burial ceremony, a priest, acting on Anubis’ 
behalf, wore a mask in the shape of the head of this 
god.

The Royal Mummies in the Cairo Museum 

During the late 20th and the 21st dynasties, the 
royal tombs at Thebes were plundered. The mummies 
lost their original belongings such as jewels, gold 
masks and sandals, and the gold foil which' covered 
the coffins was ripped off. The well-preserved 
mummies were subsequently transferred and hidden 
in the Middle Kingdom tomb of Princess Inhapi. This 
cache was situated behind the southern spur of the 
mountain of Deir el Bahari. 

It happened that Ahmed Abdul Rassoul, a native of 
the village of Quma, on the west bank of Luxor, found 
this Deir el Bahari cache in 1875. During a six year 
period, he and his brothers sold some of the objects 
(statuettes, furniture and a papyrus of Queen 
Nedjemet) before being caught. Gaston Maspero, then 
Director General of the Antiquities Service, noticed 
that some objects had started to appear on the market 
bearing names of kings and queens. On the 4th of 
April 1881, the Abdul Rassoul brothers were arrested 
and one of them, Mohamed, confessed everything to 
the Governor of Qena. On the 6th of July 1881, 
Mohamed accompanied Emil Brugsch and Ahmed 
Pacha Kamal, representing the Antiquities Service, and 
some officials and policemen to the cache. The tomb 
was 3 m. wide, 75 m. long and 2,25 m. high. It was 
full of coffins, jars, small shrines, statues etc. The 



mummies were laid on the floor outside of their 
coffins. Most of the great kings were there : 
Seqenenre Ta'a, Ahmose, his son Siamun, Amenho- 
tep 1, Tuthmosis I, Tuthmosis II, Tuthmosis III, 
Ramesses I, Seti I, Ramesses II, Ramesses III, 
Ramesses IX and Panedjem II. There were also 
mummies of queens : Ahmes Nefertari wife of King 
Ahmose, Sitkames, Nedjemet, wife of Herihor, 
Henuttawi wife of Panedjem I, Maatkare wife of 
Osorkon I, Estemkheb daughter of Menkheperre, and 
Nesikhonsu wife of Panedjem II. 

Between the 11th and 14th of July, the cache was 
emptied and the mummies and all the objects were 
transported to the steamboat El Menshiah which 
traveled downstream towards Cairo. While the boat 
was passing by the villages, men and women on both 
sides of the river started to wail, mourning and paying 
homage to their ancestors. 

Another cache of badly damaged mummies was 
found in the tomb of Amenhotep II by Victor Loret, in 
1898. In addition to the mummy of Amenhotep II 
himself which was still in its sarcophagus, Loret found 
13 other mummies, nine of wfhich belonged to 
pharaohs and queens: Tuthmosis IV, Amenhotep III, 
Merenptah, Seti II, Siptah, Ramesses IV, Ramesses V, 
Ramesses VI and Queen Tiye, wife of Amenhotep III. 

The mummy of King Tutankhamun, who died when 
he was about 19 years old, was discovered in 1922 by 
Howard Carter. From that time on, it has been left in 
situ in its third outermost anthropoid coffin. 

Other caches were found in the Deir el Bahari area 
belonging to priests of Amun-re and Monthu, from 
the 21st and 22nd dynasties. 



In 1967, the whole collection of mummies in the 
Cairo Museum was examined by utilizing x-ray 
radiography with computer programs prepared by a 
Michigan-Alexandria team and the Cairo Museum 
staff. 

The royal mummies exhibited in the Museum show 
the ingenious methods and technology used by the 
ancient Egyptians to preserve decayable organic 
materials for eternity. In ancient Egyptian belief, it 
was very important to keep the corpses of the great 
rulers and their spouses in good condition for the 
afterlife and the resurrection. These mummies, 
moreover, have been very helpful for a better 
understanding of ancient Egyptian medicine, ailments 
and healing methods, not to mention a better 
understanding of pharaonic chronology. ;t 


1 - Seqenenre Ta'a (1558-1554 B.C. - Dyn. 17) 

The body of King Seqenenre was the earliest 
positively identified royal mummy found in the Deir el 
Bahari cache. The king resided at Thebes and he 
married Iah-hotep, a princess from the royal family, to 
facilitate the inheritance of the throne for his son who 
had to be bom of pure royal blood. He gathered 
around him the local chieftains of Upper Egypt and 
began the struggle against the Hyksos who came as 
immigrants from western Asiatic regions (Syria and 
Palestine) and infiltrated the country. Their residence 
was Avaris (near Faqqus in the eastern Delta) from 
where they controlled most of the Delta and parts of 
Middle Egypt for 100 years. They introduced the 



horse and horse-drawn chariot to Egypt and many 
kinds of bronze weapons such as the dagger, and also 
the composite bow. 

There is a very interesting text narrating the 
beginning of the struggle between the Egyptians, led 
by the Theban ruler Seqenenre Ta'a, and the Hyksos 
ruler Apophis. The latter claimed that the 
hippopotamuses at Thebes were making such a din 
that they were not allowing him to sleep at night in his 
Delta residence (some 800 km. north of Thebes!). It 
was obvious that the Hyksos chieftain was trying to 
find any sort of justification to invade the South. 
Seqenenre, however, did not accept the pretext and 
began a military campaign against the Hyksos. He 
was subsequently killed on the battlefield around 
1554 B.C. He was then in his early forties. The face 
of the king is contorted in extreme agony, and there 
are severe wounds in the skull due to blows from 
axes, clubs and daggers. The badly preserved body 
^as never properly embalmed and was laid in a 
wqoden coffin in his Theban royal tomb at Dra’ Abul 
Naga, at Thebes, from where it was later transferred 
to the royal cache of Deir el Bahari. 

His eldest son, Kamose, and later his younger 
brother Ahmose, continued the fight and finally 
expelled the Hyksos from Egypt. 

2 - Amenhotep I (1529-1508 B.C. - Dyn.18) 

Amenhotep I succeeded Ahmose on the throne of 
Egypt. His reign was marked with great achievements 
in the field of national politics because he brought the 
country's factions together and strengthened the unity 



of the people. He conducted military campaigns 
against Nubia (in the 7th and 8th years of his reign) 
and reached the third cataract in order to put this 
region under the direct control of Egypt. From then 
on, a high official called "King’s son of Kush and 
Overseer (or governor) of the Southern Countries", 
was appointed to control these regions in the name of 
the king. These officials were also in charge of 
bringing the tribute of Nubia, its products and raw 
materials to the royal court at Thebes. 

In the temple of Karnak, Amenhotep I built an 
alabaster shrine, or station, for the barque of the god 
Amun-re. Today it has been re-erected in the place 
called the "Open-Air Museum". Science began to 
develop at that time and a high official called 
Amenemhat invented the clepsydra, a water clock, to 
measure time. The knowledge of medicine was then 
very advanced and this is reflected in the important 
Ebers medical papyrus, which is dated to the ninth 
year of that king's reign. It also contains the earliest 
record in the New Kingdom of the helical rising of 
Sirius, the dog-star, which coincided with New Year's 
Day. This was an occasion for very special 
celebrations. 

Amenhotep I probably died at the age of 48. 
He was buried in a tomb hewn for hjm in Dra' Abul 
Naga. His mummy, which is still wrapped in its 
bandages and shrouds, was moved later to the 
Deir el Bahari cache, probably within its original 
set of anthropoid coffins. The x-rays of the king's 
features show a prominent and arched nose. His 
mummy is still covered with its cartonnage mask and 
flowers. 



3 - Queen Merytamun (Dynasty 18) 

She was the "King's Daughter and Sister, the God's 
Wife, the King's Great Wife (of Amenhotep 1)". Her 
burial place was hewn out of the hill-side north of the 
Hatshepsut temple at Deir el Bahari and was 
discovered by the Metropolitan Museum Expedition 
in 1930. The mummy of the queen was laid in three 
cedar-wood coffins, placed one inside the other. 
Fragments of the outermost coffin, which was 
exceptionally large and plastered over with white 
gesso, were found in the tomb. The middle anthropoid 
coffin is 3,13 m., and quite unexpectedly contained a 
relatively small coffin (1,82 m.) with the wrapped 
mummy. The tomb was robbed in ancient times and 
the mummy was unwrapped and desecrated. The gold 
sheets which once covered the inside and outside of 
the two anthropoid coffins were stripped away. Many 
years later, the tomb was inspected and then restored, 
and the date of the restoration . recorded on a 
docket written across the chest, on her shroud : "Year 
19, Month 3 of the winter season. Day 28, in the time 
of King Panedjem (of the 21st dynasty)". The queen 
died rather young and she had arthritis. Her chest is 
covered with garlands of flowers and leaves. 

4 - Tuthmosis II (1493-1490 B.C. - Dynasty 18) 

He was the son of Tuthmosis I and Queen 
Mutnofret and was married to Queen Hatshepsut who 
bore him a daughter. Princess Neferure. He was also 
married to Qyeen Isis who bore him a son. Prince 
Tuthmosis, who later became Tuthmosis III. In his 



short reign, he tried to bring Nubia under Egyptian 
control again and raided the Beduins of southern 
Palestine. He died when he was nearly 36 years old 
and was buried in a tomb in the Valley of the Kings. 
Later on, his mummy was transferred to the Deir el 
Bahari cache. His skin appears especially dark 
because of the application of the embalming resin. 

5 - Tuthmosis IV (1413-1403 B.C. - Dyn. 18) 

He was the son of Amenhotep II and Queen Tiaa. 
His wife was Queen Mutemwia, mother of Amen¬ 
hotep III. During his reign, the clergy of Amun-re at 
Kamak wanted to impose their power and authority 
throughout the country and the king was obliged to 
fight back. He thus appointed General Horemheb as 
High Priest of all the gods (i.e. of their temples) and 
Controller of the Amun temple at Kamak. Before that, 
as he was not the real heir, the priesthood of 
Heliopolis helped him to ascend to the throne by 
creating for him an oracle where, in a dream, he was 
promised the kingship by the god Rahorakhti, 
identified with the great Sphinx of Giza, "if he 
would clear the sand accumulated around its body". 
And that is what he did. Tuthmosis IV died when he 
was more than 46 years old and was buried in the 
Valley of the Kings. Later on, his mummy was 
transferred to the royal cache in Amenhotep II's tomb. 
His face and hair are in good condition. 

6 - Seti I (1303-1290 B.C. - Dynasty 19) 

The king's military family came originally from a 
place near Qantir, in the eastern part of the Delta but 



he used to reside at Memphis. He restored the prestige 
of Egypt among the northern neighbouring countries 
after it had been badly damaged in the Amama Period, 
at the end of the 18th dynasty. He ordered many 
historical scenes and texts to be registered upon the 
exterior east walls of the great Hypostyle Hall at 
Karnak. There we can follow the pharaoh's 
campaigns in the lands of Palestine, Lebanon and 
Syria. He also erected a temple in Abydos and a 
mortuary temple at Quma. His tomb in the Valley of 
the Kings is the largest (more than 100 m. long), and 
the best decorated. When discovered by the Italian 
archaeologist Belzoni in 1871, it contained a 
marvelous alabaster sarcophagus which is now in the 
Soane Museum, in London. His mummy, found in the 
Deir el Bahari cache, is well preserved and shows that 
the king died when he was about 40 years old. The 
skull has been separated from the body. 

7 - Ramesses II (1290-1224 B.C. - Dynasty 19) 

Ramesses II is the famous king of Shelley's poem 
"Ozymandias".. He is considered the most celebrated 
among the kings of Egypt. His long reign (67 years) 
and his achievements in the field of architecture all 
over the country (temples, palaces, fortresses etc.), as 
well as the many military campaigns he conducted to 
the north (especially the Battle of Qadesh) and to the 
south, made him very famous in the history of the 
ancient Near East. He enlarged the temples of 
Karnak and Luxor and built the Ramesseum, his 
mortuary temple on the west bank at Thebes. His 
famous rock-cut temple of Abu Simbel was 
established for him in Nubia. The cult of the deified 



king was practiced during his reign and he also 
ordered many statues and obelisks to be dedicated to 
the main deities of Egypt. 

The mummy of the king was buried originally in the 
Valley of the Kings. His tomb was disturbed at 
some point in the 20th dynasty and he was reburied 
in the tomb of Seti I by Panedjem I when he was still a 
High Priest, in Year 17 of the reign of Ramesses XI. 
The king's mummy was later restored and then 
brought to the Deir el Bahari cache. It has been 
determined from historical sources that the king died 
in his early eighties and this was confirmed by the 
research done on the mummy in France. 

8 - Merenptah (1224-1214 B.C. - Dynasty 19) 

Merenptah was the 13th son of Ramesses II and his 
mother was Queen Isisnofret. He succeeded his father 
on the throne of Egypt when he was already an old 
man and possibly died when he was about 70 years 
old. On a commemorative stela erected in his mortuary 
temple at Thebes, he mentions his victory against the 
Libyan coalition who intended to invade Egypt and 
which he defeated in the 5th year of his reign. There, 
the names of Palestine, Syria and the people of Israel 
are mentioned as foes which the king had also 
defeated. This, however, would not definitely mean 
that he was the Pharaoh of the Exodus, as argued 
by some scholars. His residence was at Pi- 
ramesses (now Tell el Dabaa) in the eastern part of the 
Delta, so as to be near to the battlefield in case of any 
intruders. His tomb was in the Valley of the Kings but 
later on his body was transferred to the cache in 
Amenhotep H's tomb. 



9 - Ramesses V (1156-1151 B.C. - Dynasty 20) 

This king had a short reign. He was buried in the 
Valley of the Kings but later transferred to the royal 
cache in Amenhotep II's tomb. Still visible on the skin 
of his face, neck and chest are scars from an eruption 
resembling small-pox. 

10 - Nedjemet (Dynasty 21) 

She was the wife of Herihor and grandmother of 
Panedjem I. She held the title "Chief of the Harim of 
Amun-re-sonter". Nedjemet reached an advanced age 
before she died as can be seen from her face, which is 
covered with wrinkles, and by her grey hair, which is 
now concealed under a wis. 

11 - Henuttawi (Dynasty 21) 

She was the daughter of Smendes and Tentamun, 
and married Panedjem when he was still a High Priest 
of Amun-re at Thebes and the Military Commander, 
before he became Panedjem 1. At that time, he was 
also in charge of the conservation of the royal 
mummies and he renewed the burials of Amenhotep I, 
Tuthmosis II, Amenhotep III, Ramesses II and 
Ramesses III. Henuttawi was a prophetess of Mut and 
Khonsu at Kamak, and prophetess of Onuris-Shu of 
Thinis. She also held the title "Chief of the Harim of 
Amun-re-sonter".

INTRODUCTION 


Aujourd'hui, les scientifiques ont developpe un 
systeme efficace pour preserver les momies royales 
pour les generations futures. Les momies sont 
maintenant exposees dans des conditions atmosphe- 
riques appropriees et dans un contexte rappelant celui 
des croyances religieuses des anciens Egyptiens ainsi 
que leurs pratiques funeraires. 

Ces momies royales etaient celles d'hommes qui 
jou&rent un grand role dans la liberation de l'Egypte, 
en etablissant les bases generates pour le develop- 
pement du pays, et en assurant sa souverainete et son 
independance. 

La momie de Seqenenre, par exemple, montre que 
ce grand homme etait a la tete de son armee lorsqu'il 
tomba sur le champ de bataille. II fut gravement blesse 
a la tete par les envahisseurs Hyksos qui controlaient 
le Delta et la Moyenne Egypte, depuis une centaine 
d'annees environ, entre les 17e et 16e siecles avant 
J.-C. Ce sont ses enfants, Kamose et Ahmose, qui 
poursuivirent la liberation de l'Egypte et son 
unification. 

A titres d'exemples, les rois de la 18e dynastie, 
Amenhotep I, Touthmosis II et Touthmosis IV 
encouragerent les sciences, la creativite et les arts. Plus 
tard, les rois de la 19e dynastie, Seti I, Ramses II et 
Merenptah furent responsables de la construction des 



grands monuments de Thebes et de Nubie. En meme 
temps, le bien-etre du peuple et la s6curite du pays 
etaient leur preoccupation constante face a la 
puissance croissante du royaume Hittite, en Asie 
Mineure. 

Les trois momies de femmes etaient des reines qui 
-avaient epaule et aide leur epoux a poursuivre leurs 
activites polidques et religieuses. 

J'adresse mes plus sinceres remerciements a mes 
collegues de 1’Organisation des Antiquites Egyp- 
tiennes et specialement a l'equipe du Musee Egyptien, 
a Hnstitut Getty pour la Conservation, et aux firmes et 
a tous ceux qui ont particip6 a la realisation de ce 
projet, a savoir, cette fascinante exposition de momies 
royales.

Les Croyances dans l'Au-dela. 

Les anciens Egyptiens croyaient en la resurrection 
apres la mort et ceci comme consequence de leur 
observation du soleil et de la crue du Nil. Le soleil se 
ldve chaque matin sous forme de disque petit et froid, 
atteint sa pleine vitality a midi, recommence^ a se 
refroidir (et mourir) dans 1'apres-midi, pour renaitre a 
nouveau le lendemain. La crue du Nil leur a aussi 
inspire la resurrection parce qu'elle arrivait chaque 
annde k la meme p^riode pour inonder la terre seche 
(morte) et lui redonner la vie. Mais apr&s la moisson, 
la terre se dessechait a nouveau jusqu’a la prochaine 

crue. ■ ... 

Ils pensaient aussi que la personnalit6 humaine etait 
constitute de sept elements differents qui devaient etre 
preserves ensemble: 

1- L'ame "ba", repr6sent6e comme un oiseau k tete 
humaine dont les traits etaient ceux du defunt. Les 
pretres recitaient des incantations afin de l'aider h 
retrouver son corps et & y r6sider. 

2- Le double ou esprit gardien "ka”, repr^sente comme 
un homme avec les deux bras eleves de chaque cot6 
de la tete. Afin de le garder vivant, il fallait lui 
foumir de la nourriture d^pos^e sur une table 
d'offrandes placee acdte dela fausse-porte dela 



tombe, et reciter des incantations et prieres devant la 
figure du defunt represente sur celle-la. 

3- L'esprit bienfaisant "akh", acquis par la piet6 et les 
bonnes actions. 

4- Le nom ” ren ", qui s'il est inscrit dans la tombe 
aiderait le defunt a acceder a rimmortalite; comme 
ce serait aussi le cas si le fils ame maintenait le culte 
funeraire de son pere. 

5- L'ombre "chout", qui pouvait facilement sortir de la 
tombe et y retoumer, et qui accompagnerait son 
proprietaire partout ou il irait. 

6- Le coeur " ib ", centre de la vie et symbole de la 
conscience. II pourrait etre retourne £ son 
proprietaire si on donnait au mort une amulette en 
forme de scarab^e de coeur sur lequel est inscrit le 
chapitre 30b du Livre des Morts, qui demande au 
co.eur de ne pas s'opposer au defunt dans la cour du 
jugement devant Osiris, le seigneur des morts. 

7- Et, enfin, le corps ” khet", qui devrait etre preserve 
par purification et momification. 


Le Procede de Momification 

- Tres vite apres la mort, le corps etait transport^ au 
"Per Nefer", la "Belle Maison" ou Maison de la 
Purification, pour etre lave de toutes les impuretes, et 
ensuite envoye a la Maison de la Momification ou il 
etait etendu sur une table en pierre pour commencer 



le procede de momification. 

- Un ciseau etait introduit dans l'os ethmofde jusqu'a 
la cavite cranienne, et la cervelle etait retiree en petits 
morceaux avec un batonnet crochu. 

- Les viscdres etaient enleves k travers une 
incision faite sur le cotd gauche du ventre, et 
ensuite liberds de leur contenu, laves et sterilises. Le 
coeur dtait habituellement laisse dans le corps. 

- Les cavites thoraciques et abdominales, ainsi que 
les viscdres extraits, etaient laves avec du vin de 
pal me et des epices. Le vin de palme fabrique dans 
l'Egypte ancienne, contenait environ 14% d'alcool 
ethylique. 

- Le corps et, probablement, les visceres, etaient places 
sur un petit lit k pente douce et deshydrates en les 
ensevelissant dans une masse de natron sec 
renouvelee plusieurs fois, durant une periode de 40 
jours. 

- Les cavites thoraciques et abdominales etaient 
provisoirement bourrees, trois fois consdcutives, 
avec du materiel de rembourrage enveloppe dans un 
tissu de lin contenant du natron sec pour accelerer la 
deshydratation des*tissus dfe 1’interieur. C'etait la 
principale operation du procede de momification. 
Elle se basait sur 1'extraction de 1'eau du corps par 
osmose. 

- Apres deshydratation complete, le corps 6tait sorti 
du natron, et le materiel de rembourrage enleve des 



cavites thoraciques et abdominales car, Iaisse dans le 
corps, il deviendrait sature et se putrefierait. 

Les cavites etaient definitivement rembourrees 
avec des sacs en lin contenant du natron, de la 
resine, de la myrrhe, de la cannelle, de la casse, et 
ainsi qu'avec des paquets de tissus de lin. Ensuite 
l'incision sur le ventre etait cousue avec un fil de lin 
et scellee avec de la cire d'abeilie recouverte d'une 
amulctte. 

Les visceres extraits une fois desseches, etaient 
sterilises a nouveau et ensuite oints avec de l'huile 
parfumee et traites avec de la resine fondue avant 
d'etre places dans les vases canopes. 

La cavite cranienne etait rembourree avec de la 
resine ou du lin trempe dans de la resine. Parfois on 
redonnait au visage sa forme premiere en inserant 
sous la peau de petits tampons de lin impregnes de 
resine et de substances aromatiques. 

Tous les orifices de la tete tels que le nez, les oreilles 
et la bouche, etaient scelles avec de la cire d'abeille, 
et parfois un petit oignon etait insere dans chaque 
oeil. 

Le corps etait oint avec de l'huile de cedre et autres 
onguents precieux, et ensuite frotte avec de la 
myrrhe, de la cannelle et autres matieres 
odoriferantes pour redonner a la peau un peu de son 
elasticite premiere. 

Le corps etait enduit avec de la resine fondue pour le 



proteger des dommages ulterieurs qui seraient 
causes par les insectes, bacteries ou n'importe quel 
facteur exterieur. 

La momie etait envelopp^e avec des bandelettes 
entre lesquelles on pla§ait des bijoux et amulettes (et 
parfois un papyrus funeraire enroule) ainsi que sur 
le linceul. Finalement, on la parait avec des 
guirlandes de fleurs et de feuillages verts avant de la 
placer dans son cercueil. 

Avant 1'enterrement, un pretre executait sur la 
momie le rite de I’Ouverture de la bouche, pour 
restituer au mort toutes ses facultes, afin qu'il puisse 
voir avec ses yeux, entendre avec ses oreilles, parler 
avec sa bouche, respirer avec son nez et bouger ses 
bras et jambes. En meme temps, le pretre recitait des 
prieres pendant que la famille plcurait lc bien-aime. 

La-pratique de la momification etait aussi appliquee 
aux animaux et oiseaux qui etaient associes a 
certaines divinit6s dont on croyait qu'ils incamaient 
les attributs divins. 

Anubis, le dieu-chacal, etait le patron des 
embaumeurs et le dieu de la momification. II etait 
souvent represente dans les tombes comme un 
homme h tete de chacat prenant soin d'une momie 
placee sur un lit. Durant la cer£monie d'enterrement, 
un prStre, le representant, portait un masque en 
forme de la tete de ce dieu. 




Les Momies Royales au Musee du Caire 

A la fin de la 20e dynastie et durant la 21 e dynastie, 
les tombes royales a Thebes furent pillees. Les 
momies perdirent leurs atours tels que les bijoux, 
masques et sandales en or, et les feuilles d'or qui 
couvraient leurs cercueils furent arrachees. Les 
momies qui etaient le mieux preservees furent plus 
tafd transferees dans la tombe de la princesse Inhapi, 
du Moyen Empire. Cette cachette etait situee derriere 
l'eperon sud de la montagne de Deir el Bahari. 

II arriva qu'Ahmed Abdel Rassoul, du village de 
Gouma, sur le versant ouest de Louxor, trouva cette 
cachette en 1875. Durant une periode de six ans, lui et 
ses freres vendirent quelques-uns des objets 
(statuettes, meubles, et un papyrus de la reine 
Nedjemet) avant qu’ils ne soient decouverts. Gaston 
Maspero, alors Directeur General du Service des 
Antiquites, remarqua que certains objets qui portaient 
des noms de rois et reines, commen§aient a apparaltre 
sur le marche. Le 4 Avril 1881, les freres Abdel 
Rassoul furent arretes et l'un d'eux, Mohamed, 
confessa le tout au gouverneur de Qena. Le 6 Juillet 
1881, Mohamed accompagna Emile Brugsch et 
Ahmed Pacha Kamal, representant le Service des 
Antiquites, et quelques officiels et policiers jusqu'zi la 
cachette. La tombe avait 3 m. de large, 75 m. de long, 
et 2,25 m. de hauteur. Elle etait remplie de cercueils. 



jarres, naos, statues, etc. et les momies etaient etalees 
sur le sol a cote de leur cercueil. La plupart des grands 
rois etaient la : Seqenenre Ta'a, Ahmose, son fils 
Siamon, Amenhotep I, Touthmosis I, Touthmosis II, 
Touthmosis III, Ramses I, Seti I, Ramses II, Ram¬ 
ses III, Ramses IX et Pinedjem II. II y avait aussi 
des momies de reines : Ahmes Nefertari femme 
du roi Ahmose, Sitkames, Nedjemet femme de 
Herihor, Henouttaoui femme de Pinedjem I, Maatkare 
femme d'Osorkon I, Istemkeb fille de Menkheperre et 
Nesikhonsou femme de Pinedjem II. 

Entre le 11 et le 14 Juillet, la cachette fut videe et les 
momies ainsi que tous les objets furent transporters 
vers la bateau a vapeur El Menchia qui descendit le 
fleuve vers le Caire. Tout le long du voyage, les 
villageois, hommes et femmes sur les deux rives, 
commencerent a se lamenter et a pleurer, rendant ainsi 
hommage a leurs ancetres. 

Une autre cachette de momies assez endommagees 
fut trouvee par Victor Loret en 1898, dans la tombe 
d'Amenhotep II. A cote de la momie du roi lui-meme, 
toujours dans son cercueil, Loret trouva 13 autres 
momies, dont neuf appartenant aussi a des rois : 
Touthmosis IV, Amenhotep III, Merenptah, Seti II,' 
Siptah, Ramses IV, Ramses V, Ramses VI, et la 
reine Tiye, femme d'Amenhotep III. 

Quant a la momie de Toutankhamon qui mourut 
autour de l'age de 19 ans, elle fut decouverte en 1922 
par Howard Carter, et depuis lors elle a ete laissee in 
situ dans son plus grand cercueil anthropoi'de, c.-a-d. 
le troisieme. 

D'autres cachettes furent trouvees a Deir el Bahari 
appartenant a des pretres d'Amon-re et de Montou, de 
la 21 e et 22e dynasties. 



En 1967, toute la collection fut examinee a l'aide de 
radiographies de rayons-x, completees par des 
programmes d'ordinateur appropries, prepares par un 
groupe de sp^cialistes du Michigan et d Alexandrie, et 
de conservateurs du Musee du Caire. 

Les momies royales exposees au Musee montrent 
les methodes et les techniques ingenieuses employees 
par les anciens Egyptiens pour preserver pour 
1'etemite du materiel organique perissable. Dans les 
convictions de l'ancien Egyptien, il etait tres important 
de conserver en bon etat les corps des grands 
souverains et de leurs epouses pour I'au-dela et la 
resurrection. Aussi, ces momies nous ont-elles aide a 
mieux comprendre la medecine des anciens Egyptiens, 
leurs maladies, leurs methodes de guerison, ainsi que 
la chronologie pharaonique. 

1 -Seqenenre Ta'a (1558-1554 av. J.-C.-17e dyn) 

La momie du roi Seqenenre est la plus ancienne 
momie royale qu'on ait trouve dans la cachette de Deir 
el Bahari et qu'on ait pu identifier avec certitude. Le 
roi residait h Thebes et avait epouse Iah-hotep, une 
princesse de la famille royale, pour faciliter l’hentage 
du tronewa son fils qui devait etre ne d'un sang royal. 11 
reunit autour de lui les gouvemeurs des provinces de 
Haute-Egypte et commen9a la lutte contre les Hyksos 
qui etaient venus comme emigrants de certaines 
regions de l'Asie occidentale (Syrie et Palestine) et 
s'etaient infiltres dans le pays. Leur residence etait a 
Avaris (a cote de Faqous dans le Delta oriental) d'ou 
ils controlerent la plus grande partie du Delta et 
une partie de la Moyenne Egypte durant unecentaine 
d'annees. Ils introduirent en Egypte le cheval, le char 



de guerre tir 6 par les chevaux., et plusieurs sortes 
darmes en bronze comme le poignard, ainsi que l'arc 
compose. 

II y a un texte interessant qui raconte le debut de la 
lutte entre les Egyptiens, conduits par Seqenenre Ta'a, 
le souverain thebain, et Apophis, le souverain Hyksos. 
Ce dernier pretendait que les hippopotames a Thebes 
faisaient un tel vacarme qu'ils ne lui permettaient pas 
de dormir la nuit dans sa residence du Delta (quelques 
800 kms. plus au Nord!). II etait clair que le roi 
Hyksos essayait de 'trouver n'importe quelle 
justification pour envahir le Sud. Toutefois, Seqdnenre 
n accepta pas ce pretexte et commen^a une campagne 
militaire contre les Hyksos. II fut plus tard tue sur le 
champ de bataille autour de l'annee 1554 avant J.-C. II 
etait alors au debut de la quarantaine. Le visage du roi 
est dans un etat penible de contorsion, et le crane est 
couvert de blessures graves provoquees par des coups 
de haches, massues et poignards. Le corps, qui avait 
tenement souffert, n'avait jamais ete proprement 
embaume et il fut depose dans un cercueil en bois 
dans sa tombe de Drah Aboul Naga, a Thebes, et de la, 
plus tard, transporte dans la cachette de Deir el Bahari. 

Son fils aine Kamose et plus tard son jeiyie frere 
Ahmose, continuerent la lutte et repoussSrent 
finalement les Hyksos hors d'Egypte. 

2 - Amenhotep I (1529-1508 av. J.-C.-18e dyn.) 

Amenhotep I succ^da a Ahmose sur le trone 
d Egypte. Son regne fut marque par de grandes 
realisations dans le domaine de la politique nationale 
du fait qu'il put reconcilier toutes les factions et 
consohder l'unite du peuple. II dirigea des campagnes 



militaires (dans les annees 7 et 8 de son regne) contre 
la Nubie et atteignit la troisieme cataracte afin de 
placer cette region sous le controle direct de l'Egypte. 
Depuis lors, un haut fonctionnaire appele "Le fils 
royal de Koush et Gouvemeur des pays du Sud", fut 
nomme pour controler ces regions au nom du roi. Ces 
fonctionnaires avaient aussi la charge d'apporter les 
tributs, produits et matieres premieres de Nubie, a la 
cour thebaine. Dans le temple de Kamak, Amenho- 
tep I construisit une chapelle en albatre, ou temple 
reposoir, pour la barque du dieu Amon-re. De nos % 
jours, cette chapelle a ete reconstruite dans ce qu'on 
appelle "Le Musee en Plein-Air". Les sciences 
commencerent a se developper a cette periode, et un 
haut fonctionnaire appele Amenemhat inventa la 
clepsydre, une horloge a eau, pour mesurer le temps. 
Les connaissances en medecine etaient aussi tres 
avancees comme l'atteste le contenu du tres important 
papyrus mddical Ebers, date de l’annde 9 du r&gne de 
ce roi. Ce papyrus contient aussi la plus ancienne 
mention, au Nouvel Empire, du lever heliaque de 
Sirius (etoile de la constellation du Grand Chien), qui 
coincidait avec le premier jour de I'An. Ceci etait 
l'occcasion de grandes festivites. 

Amenhotep est mort probablement a l'age de 48 ans 
et fut enterre dans une tombe'creusee a Drah Aboul 
Naga, a Thebes. Sa momie, qui est enveloppee 
dans ses bandelettes et son linceul, fut plus tard 
transportee dans la cachette de Deir el Bahari, 
apparemment dans sa serie de cercueils anthropoides 
originaux. Les traits du roi, examines aux rayons-x, 
montrent un nez preeminent et busque. La momie est 
toujours couverte de son masque en cartonnage et de 
fleurs. 



3 -La Reine Merytamon (18e dynastie) 

Elle etait "La fille et soeur du roi, l'epouse du dieu, la 
grande epouse royale (d'Amenhotep I)". Sa tombe fut 
creusee sur les pentes de la colline au Nord du temple 
de Hatchepsout, a Deir el Bahari, et elle fut decouverte 
par I'expedition du Metropolitan Museum en 1930. La 
momie de la reine etait placee dans trois cercueils en 
bois de cedre, emboites Tun dans 1'autre. Des 
fragments du plus grand cercueil, qui etait demesure et 
recouvert de platre blanc, ont ete trouves dans la 
tombe. Le cercueil anthropoide du centre etait enorme 
(3,13 m.), et on est dtonne de trouver a I'interieur un 
tres petit cercueil (1,82 m.) qui contenait la momie. La 
tombe avait ete violee dans les temps anciens et la 
momie profanee. Les feuilles d'or qui recouvraient les 
deux cercueils anthropoides de I'interieur et de 
l'exterieur, avaient dtd arrachees. Apres plusieurs 
annees, la tqmbe avait ete inspectee et ensuite 
restauree, et la date de la restauration inscrite sur une 
etiquette placee sur le linceul, a travers la poitrine : 
"Annee 19, Mois 3 de la saison d'hiver, Jour 28, 
durant le temps du roi Pinedjem (de la 21 e dynastie)". 
La reine souffrait d'arthrite et mourut jeune. Sa momie 
fut decoree avec des guirlandes de fleurs et de feuilles 
sur sa poitrine. 

4 -Touthmosis II (1493-1490 av.J.-C. - 18e dyn) 

II etait le fils de Touthmosis I et de la reine 
Moutnofret, et etait marie a la reine Hatchepsout 
qui lui donna une fille, la princesse Neferourq. 
II etait aussi marie a la reine Isis qui lui donna 
un fils, le prince Touthmosis, plus tard devenu 



Touthmosis III. Durant son regne tres court, il 
essaya de ramener la Nubie sous le controle 
egyptien et entreprit une expedition punitive 
contre les Bedouins au Sud de la Palestine. 
II mourut lorsqu'il avait presque 36 ans et fut 
enterre dans une tombe de la Vallee des Rois. 
Plus tard il fut transfcre dans la cachette de 
Deir el Bahari. Sa peau parait particulierement 
foncee a cause des applications de resine employee 
dans la momification. 

5 -Touthmosis IV (1413-1403 av.J.-C. - 18edyn) 

Il etait le fils d'Amenhotep II et de la reine Tiaa, 
et sa femme, la reine Moutemouia, etait mere 
d'Amenhotep III. Durant son regne, le clerge 
d'Amon-re a Kamak, voulut imposer sa force 
et son autorite dans le pays et le roi fut oblige 
de le combattre. Ainsi, il nomma le general Horem- 
heb comme Grand Pretre de tous les dieux 
(c.-a-d. de leurs temples) et Controleur du temple 
d'Amon a Kamak. Avant cela, et comme il n'etait 
pas le vrai heritier, le clerge d’Heliopolis l'avait 
aide a acceder au trone en lui creant un oracle oil, 
dans un soi-disant reve, le dieu Rahorakhti, 
identifie au grand sphinx de Guiza, lui promit la 
royaute" s'il nettoyait le sable accumule autour 
de son corps". Et c’est ce qu'il fit. Touthmosis 
mourut lorsqu'il avait au moins 46 ans et fut 
enterre dans la Vallee des Rois et plus tard 
transfere dans la cachette royale de la tombe 
d'Amenhotep II. Son visage et ses cheveux sont 
en bon etat. 



6 - Seti I (1303-1290 av. J.-C. - 19e dynastie) 

II vient d'une famille militaire originaire d'un endroit 
pres de Qantir, dans la partie orientale du Delta, mais 
il residait a Memphis. II restaura le prestige de 
l'Egypte aupres des pays voisins du Nord, apres qu'il 
eut ete s6rieusement affecte durant la peri ode 
amamienne, a la fin de la 18e dynastie. II fit graver 
plusieurs scenes historiques et des textes sur 
les murs exterieure a l'Est de la grande salle hypostyle, 
a Kamak. La, nous pouvons suivre les campagnes du 
pharaon vers la Palestine, le Liban et la Syrie. II fit 
au«si construire un temple a Abydos et un temple 
funeraire a Gouma. Sa tombe dans la Vallee des Rois 
est la plus grande (plus de 100 metres de long) et la 
mieux decoree. Lorsqu'elle fut decouverte par 
l’archeologue italien Belzoni en 1871, elle contenait un 
tres beau sarcophage qui se trouve maintenant au 
Musee Soane, a Londres. Sa momie qui fut trouvee 
dans la cachette de Deir el Bahari, est bien preserved et 
montre que le roi mourut lorsqu'il avait a peu pres 
40 ans. Son crane est separe de son corps. 

7 - Ramses II (1290-1224 av. J.-C. - 19e dyn.) 

Ramses II est le roi qui a inspire & Shelley son 
fameux poeme "Ozymandias". II est le plus celebre 
rfles rois d’Egypte. Son long regne (67 ans) et ses 
realisations en architecture (temples, palais, 
forteresses, etc.) a travers tout le pays, aussi bien que 
ses expeditions militaires qu'il mena vers le Nord 
(specialement la Bataiile de Qadech) et le Sud, le 
rendent tres important dans l'histoire du Proche- 
Orient ancien. II agrandit les temples de Kamak et de 



Louxor, et construisit le Ramess^um, son temple 
funeraire, sur le versant ouest a Thebes. Le celebre 
temple rupestre d'Abou Simbel fut fonde pour lui en 
Nubie. Et le culte du roi deifie fut exerce durant son 
regne et plusieurs statues et obelisques furent dedies 
aux principales divinites d'Egypte. 

A 1'origine, la momie du roi fut enterree dans la 
Vallee des Rois. Sa tombe fut derangee durant la 20e 
dynastie et il fut de nouveau enterre dans la tombe de 
Seti I par Pinedjem I, quand celui-ci n'etait encore que 
Grand Pretre, et ceci durant l'annee 17 du regne de 
Ramses XI. La momie du roi fut plus tard restauree et 
ensuite transferee dans la cachette de Deir el 
Bahari. Selon des sources historiques, on estime que 
le roi mourut au debut de ses quatre-vingts ans. Ceci 
a ete confirme par les recherches faites sur la momie 
au Musee de l'Homme, a Paris. 

8 - Merenptah (1224-1214 av. J.-C. - 19edyn.) 

Merenptah etait le treizieme enfant de Ramses II, et 
sa mere etait la reine Isisnofret. II succeda a son pere 
sur le trone d'Egypte lorsqu'il etait dejh un homme 
mOr et a pu mourir autour de I'&ge de 70 ans. Sur une 
stele commemorative elevee dans son temple funeraire 
a Thebes, il mentionne sa victoire contre la coalition 
libyenne qui avait l'intention d'envahir l'Egypte mais 
qu'il mit en deroute l'annee 5 de son regne. La aussi, 
sont mentionnes les noms de la Palestine, de la Syrie, 
et du peuple d'Israel, comme etant les ennemis que le 
roi avait aussi vaincus.

9- Ramses V (1156-1151 av.J.-C.-20e dyn.) 

Ce roi a eu un regne court. II fut enterre dans la 
Vallee des Rois mais plus tard transfere dans la. 
cachette royale de la tombe d'Amenhotep II. On peut 
toujours voir sur la peau de son visage, cou et poitrine, 
les cicatrices laissees par une eruption ressemblant a 
la petite verole. 

10 - Nedjemet (21edynastie) 

Elle etait la femme de Hdrihor et grand-mere de 
Pinedjem I. Elle portait le titre de "La Grande du 
Harim d'Amon-rd-sonter". Nedjemet mourut agee, 
comme l'atteste son visage ride et ses cheveux gris, 
maintenant caches sous urie perruque. 

11 - Henouttaoui (21e dynastie) 

Elle etait la fille de Smendes et de Tentamon, et 
epouse de Pinedjem lorsqu'il etait encore Grand Pretre 
d’Amon-re a Thebes, avant qu'il ne devienne Pinedjem 
I. De ce temps, il etait aussi en charge de la 
conservation des momies royales et il renouvella 
l'enterremen d'Amenhotep I, Touthmosis II, Touthmo- 
sis III, Ramses II, et Ramses III. Henouttaoui etait 
prophetesse de Mout et de Khonsou a Karnak, et 
d'Onouris-Chou de Thinis. Elle portait aussi le titre de 
"La Grande du Harim d'Amon-re-sonter".
